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THE PLANNING 


HE Minister of Health has been asked (by the 

Council of the R.I.B.A.) to consider the setting- 
up of a Hospital Planning Research Committee. 
It is suggested that it should be representative of 
medical and ancilliary services, the architectural 
profession and such other bodies as may be con- 
cerned with the planning of Hospitals. 


In the face of the vast expenditure required to 
bring the hospitals of this country up-to-date and 
to provide the many new establishments adequately 
to cover the new national health service, this move to 
determine greater knowledge and probably to 
standardise the optimum requirements of the subject, 
is one that will commend itself to all those who 
specialise in the buildings either for the cure of 
disease or the promotion of health. 


That the scheme should cover both these fields 
and their inter-relationships is, we believe, axiomatic, 
though we are inclined to doubt—from the limitation 
of the title to “ Hospitals ”*—that this is not quite 
what is intended. 

Before any type-planning can be determined 
for general, or even specialist, hospitals, it is very 
necessary to decide what relation such hospitals 
have to the congested areas of larger towns and 
cities and to out-patient’s departments, casualty 
stations, clinics and welfare centres. Planning a 
great hospital in the country or even in semi-urban 
surroundings can be a very different sort of propo- 
sition from doing the same thing in the middle of a 
city. Any investigation on these lines may also decide 
something about the optimum size of a general 
hospital; or whether, alternatively, the majority 


of hospitals, if properly related to urban centres, 
should not be specialised hospitals dealing with 
particular diseases, groups of diseases, or with 
particular treatments only. 


OF HOSPITALS 


If the Minister adopts the suggestions of the 
R.I.B.A., the very real question must immediately 
be asked—where does the research start? Is it 
nationally and with the object of settling the best 
methods of health service and thereafter the best 
sort of buildings for the purpose? Or is it some- 
where further down the scale and concerned only 
with hospital requirements within the existing system 
or some extension of it? The first sort of question 
would lead to discussion of what sort of network 
of Clinic—Casualty-station—General Hospital— 
Specialist Hospital shall be the ultimate planned aim 
throughout the country or in any given area or 
region. The second enquiry would merely lead to 
investigations into the detail planning of a particular 
sort of building complex. It would seem that 
basically these two methods should be correlated and 
research conducted on both in the order we have 
suggested. 


If such a Committee is set up and whatever its 
field or terms of reference, its method of work can 
well be assisted by much work on the question 
which has already been done, here and abroad. 
It is to be hoped, in fact, that the Committee will 
see its way to proceed less by attempting to call 
completely new evidence, except where it is found 
that little or none already exists, than by collecting 
together the vast amount of relevant work already 
published in medical and hospital and other technical 
journals and elsewhere, especially in America. 


The published matter is not always well-known ; 
for example, the yeports of the research parties from 
the King Edward’s Hospital Fund for London, 
three of which have so far been printed and relate to 
certain hospitals in both America and Europe. We 
suggest that much useful data and observation even 
remains in manuscript, having been prepared for the 
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information of hospital boards and committees 
when discussing local questions of building or 
re-building. 

If reasonably quick results are to assist the present 
and future health service, the use of all sources must 
be visualised and waste of time or duplication of 
effort avoided at all costs. There is an opportunity 
here for a new approach by an investigating com- 
mittee, based on some new and imaginative terms of 
reference. 


THE CITY CHURCHES 


The Bishop of London and the Diocesan Reorgan- 
isation Committee have presented final proposals 
for dealing with the City Churches and Parishes. 
The reorganisation proposed will remedy anomalies, 
make better use of money, buildings and manpower 
and afford greater religious opportunities in the 
City ; make good war-time destruction ; strengthen 
links with the civic life of the City and with its 
large non-resident daytime population. 
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In summary, the proposals are that the present 
forty-six parish churches shall be reduced to twenty- 
four; the Church of St. Lawrence Jewry shall be 
rebuilt as the official church of the City Corporation ; 
four churches, destroyed or very badly damaged, 
shall not be rebuilt, but fifteen other churches will 
be restored as “‘ Guild Churches.” The latter are 
intended primarily for those successors of the 
masters, journeymen and apprentices of the ancient 
guild crafts, the present city workers, both employees 
and employers. The creation and construction of 
these Guild Churches is without precedent in the 
Church of England; they will have no parochial 
responsibilities attached but exist solely to serve 
the day-time population. A number of other less 
important proposals are included. 

In order to give effect to these broad-minded and 
up-to-date plans it will be necessary to promote a 
Private Act of Parliament and for the Church 
Commissioners to take action under the Reorganisa- 
tion Areas Measures ; so, eveh yet, it may be some 
time before the scheme proceeds to the executant 
stage.

NEW TOWNS 

For some time now it has been fashionable to decry 
the New Towns and to ask in pained tones whether any- 
thing is ever going to be built on their sites. I can 
honestly say that I have not been among these detractors 
but I have sometimes wondered what was going on. Last 
week I had an opportunity to visit Harlow and came away 
enormously impressed not only with progress, but with 
the quality of the conception. Most of the completed 
buildings have already been described and illustrated in 
these pages, but such reports can give very little idea of 
the atmosphere of the place. I would like to live there, 
and that is, after all, reasonably high personal praise. 

I think that the tall block of flats, The Lawn, is a great 
success both as a building and in its setting, it should 
certainly teach the Swedes a thing or two about “ Point 
Houses” and the views from its upper floors are lovely. 
If you are going to Harlow do not miss the exhibition on 
the top floor of this building. The proposed development 
of the town is clearly shown in picture and model, 
although I must admit that I had considerable difficulty 
in finding The Lawn, and in relating the views from the 
windows to the pictures on the walls. I liked most of 
the houses and flats very much indeed, but I thought that 
the varied colouring of the Fry-Drew houses combined 
with the stepping up and down caused by the site rather 
too restless. In one place a three-storied block of flats is 
being built slap across a fine vista of old Harlow church. 
There is, I imagine, some reason for this, but it would 
have been nice to have preserved the view. 

The general atmosphere of the place is extremely 
pleasant and as on the South Bank I found myself saying 
“Is this really England?” not because I thought it was

anywhere else, but because of the large area of varied 
and good design and layout. At present no shops have 
been built and the inhabitants have to walk into Harlow, 
which is quite a step. Some shops are to be built in the 
neighbourhood now being completed, but even so it will 
still be a considerable walk from the outlying houses. I 
cannot understand why the Swedish system of a “ bread 
and milk” shop to every group of houses could not have 
been incorporated. Was this ever considered, I wonder ? 

From Harlow, where you can eat a very well-cooked 
lunch at the Mill, by the river Lea, I went on to Steven- 
age, and while stealing a look at the Aslin school there 
was warmly welcomed by Mr. Roach, the Headmaster, 
who insisted on showing me round. The first thing that 
struck me, apart from the fact that it was all as good as 
I had been led to expect, was the remarkable cleanliness. 
Paintwork was as fresh and unmarked as when the school 
opened nine months ago. It was not difficult to see why. 
Mr. Roach is an enthusiast. He is the delighted client 
and sees in the building something which is not only 
pleasant to work in, but an excellent tool to help him in 
his task of educating children. Respect for the fabric and 
decorations of the school seems to be given equal place 
with the modern equivalent of the three Rs. “I'll have 
no vandalism here,” he said. I noticed that the children 
instead of walking down the sides of the corridors drag- 
ging their fingers along the walls walked in the middle. 
I stopped one small boy and asked if he ever put his 
fingers on the walls. “Oh no,” he said, “ only the little 
ones do that.” It is difficult to believe that schools like 
this one with headmasters like Mr. Roach will not have 
a profound influence on, among other things, our national 
litter problem. 
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From the Aslin school it is only a short distance to the 
Yorke, Rosenberg and Mardall one. Here I was not 
quite lucky as a staff conference was in session. I could 
not go inside and had to be content with a surreptitious 
walk round about. It is a most distinguished building 
and excellently sited. It impresses by the quality of 
workmanship and its setting among large trees, several of 
which, I noted, were dying. I do not know whether this 
is as a result of the building operations or old age, but it 
may provide an object lesson to architects who go to 
great trouble and expense in the siting of buildings—I 
had previously noted that one of the large trees near The 
Lawn was looking very unwell. 

On the Stevenage new town site I saw some pleasant 
terrace houses and a very large block of flats in the skele- 
ton stage. In Stevenage High Street the Development 
Corporation has an office, and anything more bedraggled 
than its appearance from the street could hardly be 
imagined. Basically the shop front is neat and tidy, but 
with the window half blocked by a sheet of fibre board 
suspended on string and bearing a few dog-eared notices 
and with its doors plastered with other notices stuck on 
with gummed paper it seemed hardly worthy of the 
information headquarters of one of our New Towns. I 
was forced to go next door to an unbelievably quaint 
Tea Shoppe for refreshment. This reminds me that the 
other day a friend passing such a tea shoppe which was 
being redecorated found a notice on the pavement out- 
side which read, “ Wett Paynte.” 

For those who wish to visit the New Towns the C.o.I. 
has recently issued a leaflet on the subject giving details 
of how to get to them and also of conducted tours which 
the various corporations are arranging as part of the 
Festival. 

I wonder why Sir Thomas Bennett has been made 
chairman of a second New Town Corporation. It is, of 
course, a great compliment to him personally, and I have 
no doubt that he will cope with both appointments most 
efficiently; but, are we really so desperately short of able 
men? Would it not have been better to have appointed 
someone else to Stevenage and to Stevenage alone ? 


R.1.B.A. EXHIBITION 


When writing of the current exhibition at the RIBA 
last week I omitted to mention the very good handbook 
which goes with it. Prepared by Eric Bird, it follows the 
usual practice of being more than just a catalogue by 
including authoritative articles on British Architecture of 
the last 100 years by such experts as H. S. Goodhart- 
Rendell, Lionel Brett, Lance Wright, William Holford 
and Ronald Bradbury. The advertisement section is 
confined to those firms who have been serving architects 
for a hundred years or more, a bright idea. 


HOUSING MANUAL 1949 TECHNICAL APPENDICES 


The second part of the “new” Housing Manual has 
just appeared. This is just to remind you to buy a copy. 
It bulges with useful, and indeed vital, information. 


CAPITAL COUNTY 


On Tucsday I dropped the pen to take up the knife and 
fork at the excellent buffet lunch of cold chicken and salad 
laid on by the L.C.C. as a preliminary to the first showing 
of the new 20-minute documentary “Capital County,” 
which was shown to a large audience in the Conference 
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Hall, including the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of 
Oslo, and a number of overseas visitors. The film, like so 
many of its kind, is praiseworthy, important, should be 
seen by all citizens, etc., etc., but still has the apparently 
insuperable faults of its kind. 

It placates its audiences as if it were saying “we shan’t 
keep you long before the main feature—we won’t be too 
serious—just bear with us a few minutes and then you 
can see your stars.” 

If, say, the City Council of Rome should make a film in 
the admirable Italian manner of its activities, lasting 
24 hours, without the little devices and apologies that have 
become a habit with documentaries, just taking for granted 
that the subject of the administration of a great city was 
of enthralling interest and could compete in its own right 
with Hollywood, then I for one would cheer. As this has 
not yet happened, it only remains to say that I found 
many sections of “Capital City” of great interest; for 
example, the work of various L.C.C. Inspectors, the shots 
of the sewers, etc., but that the periodic appearance of 
“ Albert Brown” as the first hirsute Londoner, as a puritan, 
Victorian and finally as a newly elected councillor, was 
rather puerile. Also the continuous narrated commentary 
did not allow for the frequent laughs earned by Albert 
Brown. 

So, to sum up, the film was admirable and should have 
a wide showing, but roll on the day when the apologetic 
documentary grows into the full length adult film. 


ARCHITECTURAL STUDENTS’ GALA 


The concert and dance, arranged by the Polytechnic 
Architectural Students’ Society with the Architectural 
Association Students’ Club to mark the end of a Festival 
Congress of Architectural Students in London, took place 
at the Royal Festival Hall on Saturday. It was a bold ven- 
ture to hire the R.F.H., to invite four British Composers 
to conduct their own works and follow it with a Dance. 
All of which was more than justified I understand by the 
success of the evening. I congratulate the organizers. One 
of my spies was present as I was unable to attend, and he 
writes as follows :— 

The auditorium was almost full with a gay throng of 
young men and women variously attired. There was an 
audible groan of disappointment when it was announced 
that Benjamin Britten was indisposed and unable to con- 
duct his work. But his Spring Symphony was ably con- 
ducted by Normal Del Mar at short notice and this part 
of the programme received a great ovation. 

Afterwards, Tommy Kinsman’s Band struck up in the 
lower foyer and dancing commenced on a well-chalked 
floor. The London Philharmonic Orchestra conducted 
by Eric Robinson took over for an hour with some superb 
old-fashioned dance music, which in my opinion stole the 
show. Polkas, Gallops and the Old-Fashioned Waltz soon 
thickened the atmosphere but did not weaken the enthu- 
siasm of the dancers in spite of the hot night and the floor 
which at this stage became rather sticky. Modern dancing 
returned with the retirement of the Philharmonic Orches- 
tra and your correspondent retired too for well-earned 
refreshment at the long bar in the foyer. This bar is hope- 
lessly inadequate for a crowded occasion and a subsidiary 
bar on trestles was used to help in the supply of much- 
needed liquid refreshment. I was surprised to find no 
sign of a sandwich or bun anywhere. ABNER

HE eighth congress of Congrés Inter- 
nationaux d’Architecture Moderne was 
held from 7th-l4th July at ‘* High Leigh,”’ 
Hoddesdon in Hertfordshire. The MARS 
group, England’s Branch of C.I.A.M. organised 
the congress and chose its theme—‘* the need 
for the core.’’ Under this title was studied and 
discussed the element which makes a com- 
munity of people whether large or small, a 
real community (and not an aggregate of 
people) and the type of physical centre which 
could best express and be the expression of, 
its nature in village—town or city. Over 150 
members from some 20 different countries 
attended the congress.

of Contract 


The Joints Contracts Tribunal, on 
behalf of the R.IL.B.A, R.LCS. and 
N.F.B.T.E., has issued the following 
additional practice notes, Nos. 25, 26, 
27 and 28 (D. 51, 318). 


Practice Note 25.—The provisions of 
Clause 25A(2) of the R.I.B.A. Contract 
relate to the materials specified in the 
list attached to the Bills of Quantities 
and referred to in that clause. Adjust- 
ment of the prices of materials which 
are the subject of P.C. items is to be 
made in accordance with the provisions 
of Clause 24(e) of the R.ILB.A. 
Contract. 


Practice Note 26.—The attention of 
the Tribunal has been drawn to the 
difficulty caused to contractors in hav- 
ing to make last-minute adjustments to 
prices to cover increases in wages or 
materials ocurring just before the date 
for delivery of a tender. 

The Tribunal recommend to obviate 
this difficulty that in invitations to 
tender contractors should be advised of 
a date of tender for the purpose of ad- 
justments under Clause 25A of the 
R.I.B.A. Contract. This date should 
be from 7 to 10 days, in accordance with 
the nature of the job, before the date 
for delivery of tenders. 


Practice Note 27.—The attention of 
the Tribunal was drawn to the delays 
which continue to occur in the settle- 
ment of contracts. The Tribunal were 
of opinion that the embarrassment and 
loss caused by such delays would be 
greatly reduced if the advice given in 
Practice Notes 2 and 3 was more 
generally followed. 

It was, therefore, the opinion and 
recommendation of the Tribunal :— 

(i) That payments under Clause 
25A of the R.I.B.A. Contract should 
not be made subject to retention 
(see Practice Note 2); 

(ii) That sums due to the Con- 
tractor under Clause 25A should be 
added to the amounts certified in 
interim certificates (see Practice Note 
3); and 

(iii) That, where there was delay in 
settling the accounts for the final 
certificate, the second half of the re- 
tention might, at the discretion of the 
Architect, be released at the end of 
the Retention Period. 

Practice Note 28.—Enquiry was 
made of the Tribunal as to whether 
in Clause 25A(1) (a) of the R.ILB.A. 
Standard Form of Contract the words 
“applicable to the Works and current 
at the date of tender” were to be con- 
strued as dependent upon the words 
“the rules or decisions of the National 
Joint Council for the Building Indus- 
try” or upon the words “ rates of wages 
and other emoluments and expenses” 
appearing earlier in the clause. 

It was the opinicn of the Tribunal 
that the clause should be read so that 
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the words “applicable to the Works 
and current at the date of tender” were 
directly referable to the “rules or de- 
cisions of the National Joint Council 
for the Building Industry.” 

It was their view that such a con- 
struction was not only more natural, 
having regard to the manner in which 
the clause was framed, but also that it 
gave effect to the true intention of the 
clause. 


Notes from the Minutes of 
the R.I.B.A. Couneil 
Meeting held on July 3 


The Council approved a recom- 
mendation of the Hospitals Committee 
that the Minister of Health be asked 
to consider the setting up of a Hospital 
Planning Research Committee, repre- 
sentative of medical and ancillary ser- 
vices, the architectural profession and 
other bodies concerned with hospital 
planning. 

The Council also considered the 
report of the Practice Committee on the 
activities of the London Builder’s Con- 
ference, and it was agreed to reaffirm 
the strong disapproval expressed by the 
Council in 1939 of the methods of the 
Conference in regard to price fixing 
arrangements. The Council depre- 
cated particularly the adding of a per- 
centage amount to the contract price. 


Coventry Cathedral 


Competition 


When the competition for a new 
cathedral for Coventry closed last 
Friday, 216 entries had been received. 
The assessors, Sir Percy Thomas, Mr. 
Edward Meufe and Mr. Howard 
Robertson, commence work on July 30, 
and we understand that the result will 
be known early in August. 


On Friday last, The Minister of 
Health, The Rt. Hon. Hilary 
Marquand, opened the new L.C.C. 
home for old people at Plumstead. The 
site was acquired in 1937 but the inter- 
vention of the war caused building to 
be postponed for 12 years. Plumstead 
Lodge provides accommodation for 92 
aged persons of both sexes, and five 
resident officers. The L.C.C. had an 
advisor, Mrs. Phebe de Syllas. W. J. 
Durnford, F.R.I.B.A., senior architect, 
and A. E. Miller, F.R.1.B.A., both in 
Architects Department, were responsi- 
ble for the architectural work. 


The Susan Lawrence Primary & 
Nursery Schools, Lansbury, Architects: 
Yorke, Rosenberg and Mandall, will be 
open for inspection during the school 
holiday from July 23rd—August 23rd 
from noon to 8 p.m. on week-days and 
12.30—8 p.m. on Sundays.

The school was founded by Mr.

During the war Mr. Rowse 
served in the army in the Middle and 
Far East, but returned to resume his 
former position at the School of 
Planning in 1948. 

His foresight and courage in starting 
the school so far in advance of the ideas 
of the time, have been rewarded by the 
adoption of many of his principles in 
recent years both in education and in 
planning practice.

County Architects’ Society 
Annual General Meeting 


The Annual General Meeting of the 
County Architects’ Society held at 
R.IL.B.A. Headquarters on June 21, 
1951, will be regarded by members as 
one of the most memorable occasions 
in the Society’s history, ie this was 
the day upon which Mr. A. G. Chant, 
F.R.1.B.A. (County Architect of Salop), 
relinquished the Presidency of the 
Society in view of his impending re- 
tirement in August, 1951. 

Mr. Chant was one of the founder 
members and, as the first Honorary 
Secretary, guided the policy of the 
Society from its formation in 1942 until 
1950, when those years were crowned 
by one most successful year as 
President. 

The new President, Mr. J. Harrison, 
A.R.LB.A. (County Architect of 
Surrey), in making, on behalf of mem- 
bers, a presentation to Mr. Chant as a 
token of affection and esteem, said he 
would never think of the Society with- 
out coupling very closely with! it the 
name of Mr. Chant, to whom such a 
deep sense of gratitude was due. He 
hoped Mr. Chant was fully aware of 
the terms of affection in which he was 
held by his colleagues, in whose hearts 
he would always 

Many other tributes were paid to 
Mr. Chant’s fine work, including one 
by Mr. J. H. Haughan, F.R.IB.A. 
(County Architect of Cumberland), the 
Society’s first President, who said that, 
but for the untiring efforts of Mr. 
Chant, the Society could never have 
been in the position it now occupied. 
He was sure he was echoing the 
thoughts and expressing the hopes of 
every member in saying that Mr. 
Chant carried with him into his retire- 
ment the very best wishes of the 
Society for which he had done so 
much, and in hoping that both Mr. and 
Mrs. Chant would have very many 
years of happiness and quietude ahead, 
free from the troubles of office. 

Mr. Chant, replying, said he was 
greatly moved and very much touched 
by all that had been said. He was 
deeply appreciative of the expressions 
of affection and goodwill because he 
felt these were far less a tribute to 
anything he may have done than to the 
spirit which prevailed amongst mem- 
bers and which had now found expres- 
sion in such generous measure. 
Chant referred to the many kindnesses 
which he had received from the 
Society and said that, although it was 
impossible for his affection for the 
Society to be increased, nevertheless it 
would certainly be sweetened by all 
that had been said and by the tangible 
expression of goodwill. He was very 
happy to leave the affairs of the Society 
in the hands of such an able President 
as Mr. Harrison, and he would follow, 
with very great interest, the Society’s 
future activities.

Training Bricklayers 

Arising out of a request to the 
Minister of Labour that he should do 
all he could to secure an adequate 
labour force, especially of bricklayers, 
for the housing contractor to the Ruge- 
ley U.D.C. (Staffs), Mr. Lee, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, stated that if agree- 
ment was reached within the industry 
between master builders and the trade 
unions regarding the training of more 
builders, the Ministry would be very 
glad to assist in the training of brick- 
layers, for which they had the facilities. 
(July 17.) 


Alternatives for Zinc 


The Minister of Works, answering a 
complaint by Brigadier Rayner that 
many local authorities in South Devon 
were unable to complete their building 
programmes because of their inability 
to obtain zinc flashings for roofs, said 
that he had heard of the difficulty. Un- 
fortunately, there had been a serious 
reduction in supplies of :zinc and 
builders must be prepared to use 
alternative materials where possible.

Scottish Building 


Major Niall MacPherson asked the 
Secretary of State for Scotland what 
was the average number of weeks re- 
quired for the completion of a local 
authority traditional house; and what 
was being done to reduce the time 
taken. Mr. T. Fraser, the Under Sec- 
retary, stated that traditional houses 
completed by local authorities during 
May, 1951, took on average 71 weeks 
to build as compared with 75 weeks for 
similar houses completed in October, 
1950. The rate of completion depended 
primarily on the availability of labour 
and materials and, subject only to the 
prior demands of the defence pro- 
gramme, everything possible was being 
done to maintain and, where necessary, 
increase supplies for housing purposes. 
He also stated that more than 40 local 
authorities, mainly in the north-east 
and north of Scotland, had included 
stone-built houses in their programme.

The outbuildings of the ‘* Farm of the Future "’ 
are intended primarily to meet the needs of a 
40-acre farm producing Grade A milk for retail. 
But for the Exhibition purposes practical 
requirements have been departed from to 
some extent in a number of instances. The 
buildings are arranged in so far as is possible 
and desirable, as one complete unit. This 
arrangement reduces capital outlay in that fewer 
external walls are required; it also means that 
the animals can be tended under cover and that 
the feeding houses, hay sheds etc., can be 
approached without going outside. An inter- 
communication system is installed from the 
farm buildings to the house and between the 
various units of the farm buildings themselves. 

Walls of the farm buildings are 4hin con- 
crete blocks with piers at 8 foot centres. The 
walls of the Farm house are plastered internally 
and rendered externally. Standard 8 foot span 
asbestos cavity decking units are used for the 
roofs of farm buildings which are laid to a 
single pitch as this gives better ventilation. 
The traditional form of barrel roof built in 
asbestos sheeting or corrugated iron is used 
for the hay sheds etc. The dwelling house roof 
is also of asbestos cavity decking, laid to a 
double pitch. 

Colours used on the Farm house buildings 
are : Walls—white ; eaves fascias—turquoise ; 
soffits—crimson ; windows—yellow, doors either 
orange, mustard or black ; columns of hay and 
straw sheds—turquoise, soffit of hay and straw 
sheds—lilac, columns of dungshed—purple; | 
soffit of dungshed—lilac. External walls have a 
12in black plinth and the roofs are black. 
Inside, colours are largely white and black; 
with occasional gay patches. The external 
colours for the farm house match the farm 
buildings.

as Foyer and Circle has, in the past, been used as a 
foyer to the restaurant and hotel generally, but the space 
marked “Circle” previously formed part of the main 
restaurant. 

The problem before the architects was to re-create in the 
narrow and awkward shape of the foyer a new suite of 
rooms which would have more architectural cohesion and 
would avoid the danger of the long foyer appearing in fact 
as a wide corridor.

The second problem was to create in the Circle a room 
which could serve both as a dining space if required but 
principally as a room in which refreshments could be taken, 
guests could meet at meal times, and music could be heard 
in pleasant and quiet surroundings and without disturbance 
to the rest of the hotel. 

The technical problem became largely one of sound 
transmission between the new circular foyer and the adjoin- 
ing restaurant, where for various reasons the band is located 
close to the dividing wall between the two. 

The solution arrived at was a double wall and double 
sliding doors arranged with great care to isolate them from 
steelwork above and below and generally from ventilation 
ducts and all points were sound might be transmitted. 

The arrangements for the doors and partitions, devised 
with the assistance of Messrs. D. Burkle & Son, Ltd., have 
been extremely successful, and there is no disturbance to 
guests on either of the partitions from the music side in 
either section. 

The work had to be carried out while the hotel was func- 
tioning, and various sections were screened off while work 
proceeded behind the screens and overhead. It was carried 
out in a very short space of time, and the design was affected 
by the necessity for prefabricating all the elements, includ- 
ing the fibrous plaster treatments for the walls and ceilings. 

The existing ventilation system was amended so as to 
provide ventilation at the lower fringe of the dome over the 
Circle and at other required points. 

The Circle and parts of the Foyer have walls in dark green 
stippled with red. Other portions, including ceilings, are 
treated in a “Corn Husk” colour. The circular spangles on 
the ceiling of the foyer itself are in coloured aluminium. 

The main woods used for the joinery in the Circle and 
Foyer are birdseye maple and plane tree. 

The lighting of the circle is arranged to provide alterna- 
tive illuminations from countersunk spot lights in the dome 
and points at ceiling level outside the periphery of the 
circle. 

Apart from the architectural treatment the main decora- 
tive feature is an oval painting specially commissioned for 
the roan from John Armstrong. 

During re-modelling various works were carried out in 
the restaurant of the hotel, including the new band screen 
shown on the plan, and considerable re-decoration both in 
the matter of detail and colour.

REPORT OF THE DISCUSSION 


EDUCATION, C.1.A.M. 


‘THE first reaction after leaving the final meeting of this 
year’s C.1.A.M. conference, which bore the title “ Archi- 
tectural Education,” was: I have heard all this before, but 
it is nice to have one’s ideas once again confirmed, this time 
from such an eminent teacher as Walter Gropius. 

Somehow I could not help feeling that, in the sphere of 
teaching at least, C.I.A.M. do not seem to be entirely in 
touch because up and down the country conferences on 
architectural education and endless discussions among the 
staffs concerned have been taking place for years now, and 
as any looking through back numbers of the A. & B.N. will 
reveal, all aim at the very problems C.I.A.M. appears 
to stand for. Philosophies are being thrashed out, curricula 
are being moulded and remoulded, the educational back- 
ground of the students is being reviewed and comes under 
heavy fire, all this quite outside C.1.A.M. Or am I mixing 
cause and effect? If we see our thoughts reflected in 
C.I.A.M. and so many of the requirements laid down by 
Gropius or Giedion already implemented, sometimes down 
to ridiculous detail such as the replacement of dusty plaster 
casts in the schools of architecture by contemporary paint- 
ings, good photographs against brightly coloured walls, is it 
that more than a quarter of a century of pioneer work is 
bearing fruit at last, is it our reading of Giedion and 
studying of Bauhaus methods which conditions us and our 
schools for the implementation of these thoughts, or are we 
creating this environment because we feel its inevitability 
and are as artists and teachers in tune with our age at last? 

There can be no mistake, the influence is mutual, and in 
the C.I.A.M. resolutions we see a summation of the inevit- 
able trend. 


Prof. Gropius was the main speaker at this final meeting. 
Tt took place at the Henry Jarvis Hall at the R.I.B.A., but 
as I was given to understand in not uncertain terms, the 
room was merely loaned by the R.I.B.A. 

In the chair was L. De Syllas, flanked by E. N. Rogers of 
Milan, Dr. Giedion and Prof. Gropius to one side, Van 
Eesteren, Miss Tyrwhitt and Chermayeff on the other. 

Miss Tyrwhitt in her capacity as secretary linked this meet- 
ing with some of the preceding by referring to one of the 
chief topics that previously dealt with the study of the grid. 

De Syllas then opened the session proper, regretting the

absence due to illness of Robert Jordan and paying tribute 
to him for what he has done for architecture, past, present 
and future. 

Gropius began by restating some of the thoughts contained 
in his earlier paper: “ Minds are like umbrellas, they func- 
tion best when open!” Society was no longer unbalanced. 
Art and architecture used to develop in parallel. The machine 
age has developed in a way man could not take. He is 
wrapped in smoke of cultural confusion, so we take recourse 
to numbers, acquire a kind of Gallup-poll mentality to arrive 
at answers. Science, on the other hand, has everything, 
including the way to develop creativeness, while Art has 
become something passive, something one learns about, it 
is at best appreciative only. At the Universities poetry is 
read but not made. Art has come to be considered as some- 
thing that used to exist and is now put into storage to be 
fetched out of store from time to time. 

It was here where he referred to the artistic qualities which 
are in all of us if they were only developed by education. 
“We must develop a sensorial rather than an intellectual 
approach. We must stimulate search rather than research.” 
And another by now only too familiar note was struck 
when Gropius referred to science itself: “ We are like moles, 
digging deeper and deeper into one particular hole and lose 
sight of everything else.” Specialization has gone too far 
and education must acquire a broader outlook and informa- 
tion at every level must be total. “ Like the annular rings of 
a tree, adding more and more growth, but always a complete 
total.” 

At Harvard, he told us, the first year were now being 
started off by designing a neighbourhood. This was 
immensely stimulating to the boys. It remained immature, 
of course, but gave them at once the whole picture and made 
them keen on the detail. They then study the special 
things and later draw together the whole. 

The course was preceded by a basic design course and it 
took the professor thirteen years to get this approved by his 
governors. 

A method of approach was more important than the 
amount of information. There was too much of that 

“quiz” mentality, of who knew most. This applied to 
all education.

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As for the attitude towards his position to be brought out 
in the student it must be made clear that the day had gone 
where the architect was something of the prima donna who 
worked for the wealthy client. It was far more important 
to find a common denominator suitable for a changed client 
in a changed society. The architect also no longer relied 
on the individual master craftsman, he must re-enter the 
production process taken over by the machine. He was not 
referring to mere prefabrication, but buildings, for instance, 
like the Lever skyscraper, which consisted of 90 per cent of 
an assembly of parts. We must train designers to use these 
parts. 

Schools must teach how to build. At Massachusetts there 
has now been a scheme in operation for eight years enabling 
the boys to have field practice, not bricklaying, but generally 
working with the contractor and foremen on a paid basis. 
Students should generally be closer to industry, should have 
contact with laboratories and tests to see what happens to 
materials under load, things often thrilling and unpredict- 
able by scientists even. 

In the approach to engineering coaching in steel and r.c. 
is not enough. The engineer should be at hand as con- 
sultant at the design stage. And, anticipating Ove Arup’s 

aper, Gropius said the architect should develop a good 
* guessing feeling.” 

He then came to history. Works of art of all periods 
should be understood as the outcome of the poetry, the 
engineering and way of life of an age. Thus we can see 
what it could mean for us, help us to understand our own 
age. But—and this seemed very important—‘“let the 
student find his feet first and then introduce him to history. 
Students at first are intimidated by great names and works 
of the past! ” 

Group work came next. This should be interchanged 
with individual work, but in all cases the student must not 
lose his identity. The mechanics of team work must be 
understood, but it is surprising how little difference there 
was between races and upbringing. Each member of a 
heterogeneous group can make a valuable contribution, and 
the professor quoted his experience with a team consisting 
of Negroes, Chinese, Latin and North Americans. After an 
initial reticence the Chinese proved best. 

But the most important thing of all was the personality of 
the teacher. He must be able to “ stimulate and stimulate.” 
Really stimulating teachers are rare. Here C.I.A.M. could 
render a very valuable service by filling the vacancies 

Of further points, one of the most important seemed to 
be that the teachers should be practising architects. Without 
this a teacher is bound to dry up. He must be able to 
replenish himself, also it will give the teacher more natural 
prestige. 

Schools should be small and intimate with a strong atmo- 
sphere, and, concluding, Professor Gropius took the oppor- 
tunity of saying how he had enjoyed the congress and 
talking about all these things because he felt like that lady 
at a women’s league meeting who said: “How do I know 
what I am thinking until I hear myself saying it! ” 
DISCUSSION 


The discussion opened with Van der Goot, the Uno 
representative to C.L.A.M. ‘Taking up that league woman 
he asked to be allowed to think aloud. He did this for some 
time and here are some of the more important points : — 

He spoke as an economist. Education, he thought, was 
out of date, as we seem to be continuing experiences when 
we should be preparing for new and different ones. The 
architect should be more interested in the realization of his 
plans, which was largely an economic matter. But the social 
and political sciences also lagged behind and so the proper 
education of the planner was really above our heads. 


Then Ove Arup read his prepared notes. His theme, 
although very familiar by now, always makes good listening 
because not for the first time are architects being reminded 
of their place, the place at the top of the team! 

Ideally, Mr. Arup says, the architect, engineer and builde: 
should be the same person, but then he woulc be an amatew 
in all three subjects. But as the leader the architect should 
understand what the members are after. The architect con- 
ceives the building as a whole and too much specialized 
knowledge will only act as a deterrent and will damp the

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imagination. The architect must acquire that sure feeling 
for structural form which it takes the engineer a lifetime 
to acquire. 

The teaching should make use of models, of analogies 
from daily life, a sense for the rough assessment of loads is 
vital and so is experience with the slide rule. 

The architect should think structurally in three dimen- 
sions—nothing new, but it cannot be said too often! 

The next speaker called himself “a young architect” and, 
in his own words to prove it, he had donned a bow-tie 
(somewhat outsize). He soon showed himself at ease in the 
elevated position of the lecturer’s desk of the Henry Jarvis 
Hall, and sorting out his long address, in which he entirely 
ignored the chairman’s impatient tapping, there were some

Sweden. ing at the A.A. he realized that these products were common 


to all of the more progressive schools in the country. The 
contact with the users was vital and at the moment tended 
to become too bureaucratic and the masses on the whole 
were too remote from the design processes, leading to a sort 
of designers’ oligarchy. The “real” clients of the school 
programmes were not real enough as they were often of a 
type where it was not difficult to put one’s idea across, such 
as artists. And designing for the “unknown” client often 
led to the appalling situation that a scheme for a town centre 
for Sudbury looked the same as one for Pakistan. 

| He touched on two points very much on our minds at the 
moment: The problem of individuality, so difficult when 
students worked in large numbers in big studios, and the 
devastating influence of the marking system. 

Prof. Steinen (I apologize for the probably mis-spelled 
name) told us in French, understood by some of the 
members, but roughly translated by Mr. Rogers, that archi- 
tectural education should start with the babies.

C.I.A.M. should step in here 
and the magazines should give publicity to C.I.A.M. resolu- 
tions. Statics should be the base to architecture but should 
develop into the intuitive method, like Méaillart’s, who 
designed while driving through the country, asking an 
assistant at the same time to make some rough calculations, 
“they may be all right.” 

Alfred Roth, taking up the idea of the fortress, mentioned 
those dusty plaster casts which still form the background in 
so many schools instead of Picasso and modern sculpture! 

E. Rogers confirmed another one of my earlier points by 
calling modern architecture a continuous revolution as 
different from a gentle transition. But there was full © 
harmony in C.I.A.M. and there was no dividing line between 
the young and the old.

K UWAIT is a small Arab state at the 
north-west head of the Persian 
Gulf, bounded on the north by Iraq 
and on the south by Saudi Arabia. 
Persia lies just over the border from 
Iraq, separated by the Shatt al Arab 
river and is some fifty miles from 
Kuwait. 

Kuwait has a population of about 
150,000 people, mainly concentrated in 
the town of Kuwait. There are a few 
small settlements, principally along the 
coast, which have developed |round 
wells, and the new oil town of Ahmadi, 
built by the Kuwait Oil Company, 
lies some twenty-five miles south of 
Kuwait. The remainder of the terri- 
tory is waterless desert, though 
possessed of great oil resources, and 
already it is the third most important 
oil producer in the Middle East. 


Kuwait town is one of the best ports 
on the Persian Gulf, situated as it -is 
in a sheltered bay. It is a traditional 
trading centre for surrounding coun- 
tries, particularly Saudi Arabia. Kuwait 
is famous for the building of Arab 
dhows, the wood being imported from 
India. Pearl fishing is another local 
industry, but it is not now so pros- 
perous as before the war. 

Kuwait is a town of comparatively 
recent growth, expanding from about 
15,000 persons in 1908 to 120,000 to- 
day, though a settlement existed here 
some three hundred years ago. Growth 
since the war has been particularly 
rapid, following the development after 
1946 of the Kuwait Oilfield which has 
brought great prosperity to the area. 


It is a walled city which has de- 
veloped laterally along the sea coast for 
a length of about three and a half 
miles with a depth of rather over one 
mile. Fortunately the protecting wall 
was built to enclose much open land, 
of which a good deal still remains. 
Outside the walls the flat sandy desert 
provides all the land needed for town 
expansion. The climate is hot, shade 
temperatures of up to 120 deg. F. being 
reached in the summer, though tem- 
perate for eight months of the year. 
Annual rainfall is four to six inches. 

Preparing a plan for the town pre- 
sents certain unique features. No 
accurate plan of the city exists and the 
first step is an aerial survey; neither is 
there any census of population or the 
possibility of taking one. There are no 
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The town of Kuwait from the air 


building byelaws, nor any system of 
local taxation, apart from a duty of 6} 
per cent. on imports. There is no 
public water supply system and water 
is brought by dhow from the Shatt al 
Arab river, offloaded to water tanks on 
the quay and, apart from a few prem- 
ises which have a pumped supply, dis- 
tributed in goatskin containers on don- 
keys or camels. With the absence of 
water there is no vegetation and few 
trees. There is no sewerage scheme 
and most of the town’s roads are 
unpaved. Few of them are wide 
enough for modern traffic and up till 
recently the donkey and the camel were 
the traditional modes of transport. 
Most of the buildings are made of 
roughly fashioned sun-dried mud 
bricks, though reinforced concrete is 
now being employed on important 
buildings. The prosperity which the 
oil industry has brought to the old 
Arab town has changed conditions 
almost overnight. Now sleek Ameri- 
can cars, buses and huge ex-Army 
lorries jostle one another in the streets, 
imposing an almost unbearable strain on 
the present road system. Already a 
number of road improvements have 
been carried out. Just outside the city 
walls an aerodrome has been laid out 
and four-engined B.O.A.C. liners call 
here on their regular weekly London 
to Bahrein flight. 

Garages and motor repair establish- 
ments are springing up everywhere. In 
contrast to these western innovations, 
the eastern custom of strict purdah is 
maintained. With the greater circula- 
tion of wealth there has been a rapid 
increase in the number of shops, 
bazaars are being extended and num- 
erous cafes have sprung up around the 
Safat, the great open area in the centre 
of the town to which all roads converge. 
Many more ships are using the har- 
bour. Opportunities for employment 
are attracting the nomad Beduins who 
are settling outside the city walls, 
building themselves primitive struc- 
tures out of palm thatching and odd 
pieces of corrugated iron and wood. 


The Ruler of the State, who is now 
receiving a very big income from oil 
royalties, is wisely devoting much of 
this to improving conditions in the 
town. A £2m. plant is being installed 
to distill sea water and provide the 
town with a public water supply. It 
will also provide cheap electricity. A 
free public health service is already in 
operation. A large general hospital 
and several clinics have been erected, 
as well as old people’s homes. A T.B 
hospital is in course of construction. 
Some fifteen elementary schools have 
already been provided and a large 
boarding school is being built. New 
mosques are being built and old ones 
restored. A number of important 
public and local government buildings 
are contemplated. The harbour front- 
age is being modernized to handle 
goods more expeditiously. These de- 
velopment projects, which will no 
doubt be forerunners of many more 
and the need to anticipate a future 
population of perhaps twice the pre- 
sent figure, make the preparation of a 
simple town plan essential. There is 
also the need to provide for a road 
system capable of handling motor 
traffic and to co-ordinate with it the 
development and expansion of utility 
services, particularly water, electricity 
and telephone cables, the need to re- 
develop part of the central area as 
shopping, commerce and warehousing 
expand, to provide adequate open 
spaces for games as the educational 
system expands and to improve the 
amenities of the town by tree planting. 

The plan will not only deal with the 
town of Kuwait and its projected ex- 
pansion but will touch upon the future 
development of several small settle- 
ments along the coast which are tend- 
ing to become residential satellites to 
Kuwait. Their pleasant situation en- 
joying a sea breeze off the Persian Gulf 
and the presence of wells which pro- 
mote soil cultivation and tree growth 
will make them popular once they are 
connected up to Kuwait by a good 
road.

| be one of the houses where the discus- 
sions took place there were fan lights 
over most of the internal doors and these 
met with very great disapproval, particu- 
larly when used in the bedrooms where 
it was said that a light in the staircase 
hall caused serious discomfort to those in 
the bedrooms 

There was considerable complaint 
about wide cracks between the floor 
boards which were certainly bad in one 
of the houses. It seemed that the floor- 
ing must have been extremely wet when 
laid and was therefore subject to con- 
siderable shrinkage; the boards were very 
wide and it was also doubtful if the floors 
had been sufficiently well cramped. On 
the ground floor plain-edged boarding 
had been used so that it was very 
draughty and, it was said, that when the 
wind blew in certain directions the carpets 
were lifted. It certainly does not seem 
worth the difference in price to use plain- 
edged flooring when tongued and grooved 
would have been so much more satisfac- 
tory as an insulation. 

There were a lot of complaints about 
fences and gates. The fence complaints 
were nearly always due to close boarded 
fencing having blown down due to rotting 
of the posts. No doubt these posts could 
be given a lot longer life if they had been 
properly preserved and not merely 
brushed over with some preservative and 
possibly not even receiving this minimum 
treatment. I am inclined to think that 
despite the mixture of materials, it is 
worth using concrete posts with timber 
boarding in order to ensure a reasonable 
life and a minimum of discomfort and 
damage to the owner’s and neighbour’s 
gardens. The majority of the gate com- 
plaints seemed to be due to poor quality 
materials and workmanship, lack of ade- 
quate preservation of the timber and poor 
quality hardware, ungalvanized and fixed 
with inadequate length screws. A wooden 
gate I inspected which was quite sub- 
stantial and therefore heavy, had dropped 
off; it had been fixed with a pair of very 
cheap light quality steel, butts and jin iron 
screws; it Was not surprising that it had 
failed 

A further point raised in the living 
rooms was that great exception is taken to 
fireplaces constructed of bricks, especially 
brick hearths. It was admitted that on 
first sight brick fireplaces were very attrac- 
tive but after moving into the houses and 
working there objection was taken to them 
on the score of the impossibility of easy 
cleaning of the brick surfaces which 
become filled with fine ash from the fires 

There were also, of course, a large 
number of complaints regarding the 
failure of tile surrounds, mainly arising 
from tiles which had fallen from the 
backing or from tiles surrounding the fire 
opening becoming damaged. With regard 
to the latter I think there is little doubt 
that there is considerable virtue in the use 
of metal frames which do not suffer 
damage from the poker and fire cleaning 
and in any case are less susceptible to the 
reactions of heat. The actual failure of 
the tiles on the surrounds is usually the 
result of bad slabbing and I feel that if

more care was taken in preparing slabs 
this sort of thing would generally be 


avoided. The guidance given in B.S.1251 


as to the making of tile slabs is very 
helpful 

There were a number of complaints 
regarding cracked fire backs. These 


arise in all probability from two causes, 


firstly, poor quality fire backs, and 
secondly from incorrect installation as the 
backing behind the fire back is packed so 
tightly that there is no room for move- 
ment. I like to insert some material be- 
tween the backing and the fire back which 
will permit of a degree of movement, even 
if in time it disintegrates completely. I 
have found corrugated cardboard to be 
satisfactory for this purpose. think 
much less trouble arises when fire backs 
are made in more than one piece. Where 
metal work is concerned in fireplaces 
there is undoubtedly very strong prefer- 
ence for vitreous enamelled finishes as an 
aid to cleaning. Few ,of the housewives 
have realized the benefits of some of the 
more modern fuel burning appliances, and 
it seems that there is still a great deal of 
propaganda needed to put over the bene- 
fits of these developments 

A further series of complaints related 
to bathroom fittings, such as that plug 
chains became loose, the plating quickly

came off and the bath enamel was not as 
good as was desirable These matters 
were discussed recently in this series. 

Most of the housewives were dissatisfied 
with the amount of fixed equipment in- 
stalled in their kitchens and, to a measure, 
also with the amount of space available. 
Most of the houses had but one draining 
board to the sink, which was considered 
quite inadequate, and only a very small 
amount of cupboard space. In very few 
of the kitchens seen was there space for 
a refrigerator which most of the owners 
now possessed and put in the larder, or 
intended to buy when they could. Wood 
draining boards were the cause of many 
complaints and certain of those which I 
saw were certainly unsatisfactory. Deal 
is not a good timber for draining boards, 
nor is ordinary glue satisfactory. 

There was also a feeling that there 
would be great advantage if there was 
some properly planned space for washing 
machines as these could not be accom- 
modated comfortably in these kitchens. 
They are heavy to move about or even 
require to be permanently fixed because 
of the services. It appeared that the 
majority of these housewives did the bulk 
of their laundry at home and, for com- 
fortable working, the space was inade- 
quate.

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AT SHOREHAM there is a new cement 
works on the site of one which has been 
operating for some seventy years in the 
chalk of the downs within sight of Lanc- 
ing chapel and set in the midst of beauti- 
ful country. 

The old works remain, while the need 
for cement is as great as at present, and 
the contrast between the old and the new 
provides encouragement for architects 
and others whose interests are bound up 
with the preservation of rural amenities. 

There will, of course, be some senti- 
mentalists who decry the presence of these 
industrial buildings in the Sussex land- 
scape. But there is no doubt that a great 
effort has been made to fold this group 
of buildings into the site with the least 
possible interference with the countryside. 

The result goes further than mere 
avoidance of despoliation. The buildings 
are dramatic architecturally and highly 
efficient mechanically. From the main 
block, where the bulk of the processing 
and storage of the cement is carried out, 
conveyors carry cement at high level 
across the roadway to the packing and 
loading bays. The conveyors span be- 
tween supporting towers, between two of 
which a new main road will eventually 
be made. 

Externally and internally there is re- 
markable freedom from the dust previ- 
ously associated with cement working. 
The whitening effect of such little dust as 
there is externally is offset by the choice 
of facing materials which are either con- 
crete block infilling to the r.c. frame of 
the larger buildings, or asbestos cement 
sheeting on roofs and as wal! cladding to 
the conveyors and towers. 

Internally dust has been practically 
eliminated by the installation of electro- 
static precipitators, the covering of storage 
areas (including coal dumps) and the in- 
stallation of up-to-date bagging plant. 

A small percentage of the cost of a 
modern installation such as this must of 
course be reflected in the price to the con- 
sumer. But in view of the advantages 
such increase is negligible. There is, 
however, a factor affecting the price which 
users can do much to offset. This factor 
is the cost of bagging. Each bag at the 
works costs one shilling. At present 90 
per cent of the output is bagged, but 
facilities are available at the works for 
sending bulk cement in special trucks 
direct from the storage silos. For those 
contractors who can take the material in 
this form there is an obvious saving and 
a possible method of preventing or at all 
events controlling further rises in the cost 
of cement.

BRITISH STANDARD FOR ALL- 
STEEL HAY BARNS WITH CURVED 
ROOFS (B.S.1754: 1951) is the first 
of a series covering various types 
of hay barns. The requirements are 
given for the stressed skin type of 
all-steel hay barn, constructed of rolled 
sections with galvanized corrugated steel 
curved roofs. It has not been possible at 
this stage to specify a limited range of 
standard heights or spans for these build- 
ings but the bay length has been confined 
to a single dimension. The minimum 
dimensions of stanchions to be used for 
each height and span are specified, to- 
gether with requirements for materials, 
construction, sheeting, protection of fram- 
ing and rainwater goods. 

Hay barns of the type covered are 
usually erected by the supplier but the 


* digging and concreting for the necessary 


foundations are normally arranged for by 
the purchaser. An appendix to the stan- 
dard details the dimensions of the con- 
crete foundations and the quality of the 
concrete mix to be used.

THE EUROPEAN HOUSING STUDY 
COMMITTEE of the National Associa- 
tion of Home-Builders of America visited 
London from July 13 to July 17 on the 
first stage of a tour taking in Holland, 
Italy and France. The leader of the Team 
is Mr. Floyd R. Kimbrough, of Jackson, 
Mississippi, and other members are Mr. 
W. W. Caruth, Junr., of Dallas, Texas, 
Mr. Joe Driskell, of Ft. Worth, Texas, 
Mr. B. A. Martin, of Atlanta, Georgia, 
and Mr. Ralph Wells, of Kansas City. 

The Team was welcomed on arrival by 
Mr. C. Douglas Calverley, President of 
the Federation of Registered House- 
Builders, and on the following day was 
received at 82, New Cavendish Street, 
W.1, the headquarters of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
and the Federation of Registered House- 
Builders, by Mr. Calverley, who was 
accompanied by Mr. Robert O. Lloyd, 
the Leader of the British Building Pro- 
ductivity Team, Mr. John Laing, Mr. 
Stanley Farrow, Mr. H. E. Comben and 
Mr. Ronald Wates. 

After a general exchang: of views on 
the housebuilding position the Team left 
for Croydon, where they inspected hous- 
ing projects of the Croydon Corporation 
under the guidance of Mr. C. E. Boast, 
the Borough Engineer. 

On July 17 the Team visited Crawley 


New Town at the invitation of the Chair- 
man of the Crawley Development Cor- 
poration, Sir Thomas Bennett, F.R.1I.B.A. 
On returning to London they were 
received at the County Hall by the Chair- 
man of the London County Council, and 
were conducted over the Royal Festival 
Hall by Mr. Robert H. Matthew, Archi- 
tect to the London County Council. 
They, and their ladies, were the guests 
at dinner at the Royal Festival Hall Res- 
taurant of the Chairman of the L.C.C 

In their short stay in this country the 
Team were chiefly interested in the rela- 
tive efficiency and cost of housebuilding 
by private enterprise, as carried out in 
this country between the two world wars, 
and the present policy of almost complete 
reliance upon housebuilding through local 
authorities. Americans naturally favour 
a policy of complete freedom for private 
enterprise to provide housing for all sec- 
tions of the community. The fact that 
one of the members of the Team is the 
chairman of a local slum clearance com- 
mittee in Texas, which is investigating 
the possibility of dealing with the problem 
by private enterprise, indicates the inten- 
tion of American housebuilders to do 
everything possible to retain housebuild- 
ing as an efficient public service provided 
by private enterprise.

SHORTAGE OF BRICKS on housing 
projects in St. Andrews has: resulted in 
agreement by the Town Council that 
concrete blocks be used for interior walls, 
replacing normal building bricks. Extra 
cost will be in the region of between £28 
and £55 per house. 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS has 
authorized an overall increase of 6} per 
cent in the maximum of home trade sell- 
ing prices for sanitary fireclay ware. The 
increase, operative from July 13, has been 
applied as follows: Urinal ware—per- 
centage addition to list prices raised from 
5 per cent to 10 per cent; all other ware— 
percentage addition to list prices raised 
from 15 per cent to a per cent. 


THE FORMATION OF THE STEEL 
COMPANY OF WALES represents a 
bold long-term plan in the organization 
of the British Steel Industry. The huge 
Abbey Works, the inaugural opening of 
which took place on July 17, and the 
new tinplate plant at Trostre, near 
Llanelly, will go a long way towards meet- 
ing industries’ very heavy demand for 
steel. For this important scheme The 
General Electric Co., Ltd., was entrusted 
with contracts for electrical and mechanical 
plant, communication equipment and mar- 
shalling yard and road lighting, amount- 
ing in all to a sum well in excess of 
£1,250,000.

This roof is for the covering of cellular 
buildings, i.e., those in which the purlins 
can be supported on cross walls. The roof 
is supplied as standard with a 2ft. eaves 
overhang but, if specified, the following 
additional components can be supplied 
from stock :—(l) A column and a rafter 
extension piece which enables the roof 
overhang to be extended to a verandah 
width of 6ft. (2) A building board ceiling, 
following the slope of the roof. 

For the standard purlins, the centre-to- 
centre dimension between cross walls 
must not exceed I3ft. but, if required, 
the suppliers are prepared to quote for 
wider spans. 

For asbestos cement sheeting, purlins are 
spaced at 4ft 6in centres. For corrugated 
galvanized iron and aluminium sheeting, 
purlins are spaced at 6ft centres. 

Provided the roof is pitched at 224° and 
the above purlin centres are maintained, 
any width of building may be covered. 

The steelwork design is in accordance 
with BSS.449, 1948, assuming a wind load 
of 100 m.p.h. and a snow load of 10 Ib per 
sq ft provided always that the height to 
eaves does not exceed |2ft. 

The purlins are mild steel tubes, screw 
connected to each other. Rafters are mild 
steel hot rolled sections. 

The verandah tubulars have welded 
column caps and bases. All steel-work is sup- 
plied painted with one coat of zinc red paint.

WALLS OF LOCAL MATERIALS 
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MAGNESIU 


A Festival of Britain feature in London is 
the star suspended with its centre 5Oft 
above the roadway in Northumberland 
Avenue. 


The star is made of magnesium alloy by 
Essex Aero Ltd., for the principal con- 
tractors J. Starkie Gardner Ltd. The 
designer was Gordon Cullen, F.S.I.A., in 
conjunction with J. Howe, A.R.I.B.A., 
M.S.1.A., co-ordinating architect for street 
decoration and illumination for the Festival. 


Dimensions are 40ft from tip to tip and 
8ft in depth at the centre, with a cubic 
capacity of 703 cu ft. The surface area is 
763 sq ft, and the weight 1,790 Ib. 


Design requirements included (1) that 
the support cables were to enter the skins 
in such a way that the minimum of line 
interference was suffered. (2) A safety 
factor of four was to be employed through- 
out the structure, since the feature was to 
be hung over the centre of a public highway 
with assumed 80 m.p.h. wind gust condi- 
tions. (3) Low structure weight, to reduce 
the size of supporting cables to the minimum. 
(4) Limbs to be dismountable for transport. 


Magnesium was selected for the structural 
material. Construction comprises four

complete panels of sandwich construction for 
each sprig, using a Welsh hat type of 
sandwich filler between the I6 g outer 
skin and 20 g inner skin. 


The panels are welded at the corners. 
A magnesium containing the nominal |} 
per cent manganese was therefore chosen 
for both skins of the sandwich construction, 
and for the filler units. The limited size 
of sheet available dictated Butt welding 
of the skins and this was achieved by using 
a large machined surface plate !0ft x !0ft, 
and a British Oxygen traversing unit mounted 
on a specially designed track, with the 
edges of the panels held firmly to the 
surface plate to minimize weld distortion, 
by fettling the weld and by applying Bakelite 
glue to the Welsh hats and feeding them 
on the inner surface of the outer skin at 
IZin pitching. 


The 20 g inner skin of the sandwich was 
then placed in position on the hats, and the 
whole assembly pulled rapidly into a suitably 
heated zone for thermo setting the glue. 
The assembly was cooked at a temperature 
of 150° C for 68 minutes. It was then re- 
moved and allowed to cool before joining the 
inner sheets by butt strap and pop riveting. 


FEATURE 


Heavy gauge corner pieces, gussets and 
shaped pinnacle section were made up from 
rolled magnesium containing a nominal 
5 per cent aluminium, some silicon and a 
little copper. 


The two horizontal and the upper vertical 
limbs (see Figs. 11 and 12) were fitted at 
their extremities with a built up heavy 
gauge plate 0.3in thick by welding and with 
forged blocks welded in with machined 
spherical seatings in position for picking up 
the cable ends. These were of the screw 
swaged type with an angular movement of 
15° each side of the designed centre line. 


The star was slung by four tackle blocks, 
one at each corner of the specially construc- 
ted cradle. After fitting the cables to the 
upper and horizontal tips, the star and 
cradle were lifted to the final position, 
the cables being winched in with increasing 
height. The cables pass through rubber 
glands specially designed and fitted to the 
movable tips, and after cutting the horizontal 
mounting cables to their correct length (a 
winching system could not be employed 
on these) the assembly cradle was?dropped 
and the site cleared.

The complete hangar was illustrated 
in The Architect and Building News 
of June 29. 

On this and the following page 
are details of a special tie for the 
foundations. 

The hangar consists of a number 
of portal frames, erected in pairs. 
Each portal frame hinges on a pin 
foundation as shown in the illus- 
trations, right. 

The upright members of the pairs 
of portal frames are tied together 
with cross-braces, as shown on 
the following page. The problem 
was to link the cross-bracing mem- 
bers to the foundation without 
connecting direct to the portal 
frames. 

The method devised was to insert, 
in each concrete foundation block, 
3in tubes about 5ft in length at an 
angle of 40 degrees to the hori- 
zontal. Where the pairs of portals 
are back to back, as is the case in all 
but the foundations at each end of 
the building, these tubes are passed 
between the bases of the back-to- 
back frames—see picture, above 
right, and key plan on next page. 

Into each tube is inserted a_m.s. 
rod, at the lower end of which is a 
Zin steel plate retained by a nut and 
washers. At the upper end these 
rods are screwed into turnbuckles 
which in turn are connected to the 
lower ends of the transverse braces. 
The construction is illustrated at 
the foot of page 110. 

The tops of the braces are of 
course connected direct to the 
portal frames. This method of 
tying the braces into the foundation 
concrete ensures lateral adjustment 
during erection by reason of the 
freedom for movement of the rods 
in the tubes. Vertical adjustment 
is provided by the turnbuckles.
